Dear Ambassador Tan: 



By mutual agreement this letter shall serve as an addendum to the Services Agreement 
("Ageement") between the Government of the Republic of Turkey and Gephardt Group 
Government Affairs LLC which is in effect for the period August 1, 201 1 -July 31, 2012. 

The following amendments have been mutually agreed to by the parties to the Agreement: 

1) Pursuant to clause 3(d), relating to "additional subcontractors and consultants," 

A. In addition to the Service Providers already retained by Gephardt Government Affairs 
pursuant to the Agreement, Gephardt Government Affairs will also retain the 
services of Brian Forni to serve as a subcontractor on this matter according to the 
following terms: 

a. Term of Subcontract: The subcontract shall commence on January 3, 
2012 and expire July 31, 2012, subject to subsequent renewal upon the 
mutual assent of the parties. 

b. Fees for Subcontractor: Brian Forni shall be shall be paid a total amount 
of $52,500, in equal installments over the life of the subcontract. The fees 
of the subcontractor shall be borne by Turkey and provided for in the fees 
remitted to Gephardt Government Affairs. Gephardt Government Affairs 
is responsible for disbursing the fees to Brian Forni on a regular basis. 

c. It is understood that Brian Forni shall have the same obligations as 
Gephardt Government Affairs in the Agreement and that Gephardt 
Government Affairs and Brian Forni have pledged to work together 
amicably. 

2) Pursuant to clause 3(b)(ii), relating to " Fees for Subcontractor (Dickstein Shapiro LLC)." 

A. Dickstein Shapiro Dickstein Shapiro LLP shall be paid an additional sum of 
$18,750, in equal installments, during the period January 1, 2012-July 31, 
2012. The additional fees of the subcontractor shall be borne by Turkey and 
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provided for in the fees remitted to Gephardt Government Affairs under 
clause 4 of the Agreement. 

3) Pursuant to clause 3(c)(ii), relating to " Fees for Subcontractor (Casp ian Group, LLC)," 

A The Caspian Group, LLC shall be paid an additional sum of $10,000, in equal 
installments, during the period January 1 , 2012-July 3 1 , 2012. The fees of the 
subcontractor shall be borne by Turkey and provided for in the fees remitted to 
Gephardt Government Affairs under clause 4 of the Agreement. 

4) Pursuant to clause 4, relating to "Fees," 

A. Turkey agrees to pay Gephardt Government Affairs an additional $100,000, in equal 
installments during the period January 1, 2012-July 31, 2012. 

If you agree that the above accurately reflects the mutually agreed to modifications, please sign 
below and return a copy of this letter to Gephardt Government Affairs in order to make this 
addendum binding on both parties. These changes shall be effective, January 1, 2012, or 
whatever date the parties mutually agree to.
